Mexico City, December 31.—(By 
the Associated Press.) —The thirtieth 
congress expired last night in a tur- 
bulent session, in which pistols were 
drawn and. challenges to duels were 
freely made. Violent invectives were 
employed ‘and physical* enceunters 
were barely averted. 

The long e@sting feud between the 
Co-operatistas and the Partido Lib- 
eral Constitutionalista, broke out and 
the opposite sides of the chamber ex- 
chagned all sorts of personalities. Na.

pass because of the turn of affdirs. 

George Priesto Laurens, the youth- 
ful leader of the Co-operatista and 
Israel Del Castillo, deputy from Oax- 
aca, became extremely personal and 
had their pistols unlimbered for ac- 
tion when friends bore down on them 
and prevented shooting. 

While the lower house was indulg- 
ing in stormy disagreement ‘the sen- | 
ate was also engaged in a discussion | 
involving individual members which. 
however, did not take the violent 
turn of the conflict in the chamber 
of deputies. 

The senate and chamber for sev- 
eral days had been at loggerheads 
owing to a clash over authority in 
the appointment of judges in several 
of the federal districts and territo- 
ries. Last Friday formal relations: be- 
tween the two houses were broken, 
but @forts on Saturday night result- 
ed in patching up of the differences,

DECLARES BOLSHEVISM | 
GREATLY DIMINISHED 


Famine and Distress Have 
Diminished and Unem- 
ployment Less, Says Of- 
ficial Statement. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Washington, December 31.—The 
story of 1922 is one of world economic 
progress and the prospects are favura- 
ble for 1923, Secretary Hoover, of the 
department of commerce, declared in 
a statement tonight in which he re- 
viewed the past and hazarded a fore- 
cast of the future year. His state- 
ment @ompiled from reports of spe- 
cial investigators in all parts of the 
earth, expressed complete confidence 
concerning the remolding of the deli- 
cate economic machine so _ badly 
wrecked by the world-war, 


“An, economic forecast cag not 
amount to more than a review of ten- 
dencies and a hazard in the fturue,” 
Mr. Hoover said. “The world begins 
the year with greater economic 
strength than a year ago; production 
and trade are upon a larger and more 
substantial basis, with the single ex- 
ception of the sore spot in central 
Europe. The healing force of bnusi- 
ness and commerce has gained sub- 
statial ascendency’ over. destructive 
political and social forces.. There is 
ample reason why there should be con- 
tinued progress during the next twelve 
montbs.” 

The secretary declared that outside 
of ‘three or four states in central Eu- 
rope,” the whole world had shaken 
itself free from the great after-ti®- 
war slump. Social ‘stability has gain- 
ed, he said, urging that the exceptions 
in Europe be not allowed to obscure 
“the profound forces of progress else- 
where over the whole world.” In 
the main, he added, even in the areas 
referred to as “sore spots,” the dif- 
ficulties are to a large extent fiscal 
and political rather than commercial 
and induStrial. 


In ‘addition to the social better- 
ment, Mr Hoover mentioned as other 
net gains for the year 1922, and guide 
lines to 1925, the following: 

Bolshevism Diminished. 

“Bolshvism has greatly diminished

“Active war, at -least, has ceased 
for’ the first time since 1914.

“International commerce is increas- 
ing. 

“The world is now pretty generally 
purchasing its commodities by the 
normal exchange. of services and 
goods, a fact which in itself marks 
an enormous step in recovery from 
the strained movements of credit 
and gold which followed the war,”

Hambufg, December 31.—The Fran- 
co-German non-war pact proposed by 
Germany to France through the medi- 
ation of a neutral power has been re- 
jected by Premier Poineare. This 
statement was made by the German 
chancellor, Wilhelm Cuno, in a speech 
before the Hamburg Bourse today. 

The chancellor’s revelation was the 
first official admission that the Ger- 
man government had recently under- 
taken serious steps to placate French- 
war apprehension, and_ incidentaily 
dispose of the recurrent French ac- 
cusations that Germany was arming 
for a new war. 

The German New Year's non-war 
pact was proposed to France through 
an unnamed power,. probably ejther 
Switzerland or Holland, and provided 
for a solemn pledge by all powers in- 
terested in the Rhine that none of 
them should wage war on the others 
for a generation, without active au- 
thorization of their people as express- 
ed through a popular referendum in 
all the countries involved. 

The German government stipulated 
that a world power which was not 


interested in the Rhine should be 
guardian or trustee of this pledge. 
Such an obligation, Chahtcellor Cune 
stated, would commit each nation 
which was a party to the pact to a 
peace policy and 
most secure guarantee conceivable. 

“To my regret, he said, “France has 
seen fit to reject our proposal.” The 
major part of the chancellor’s speech 
was devoted to a discussion of repara- 
tions and their effect on the national 
and international situation. He gave 
the barest outlines of the new German 
proposals, declaring that the govern- 
ment had decided to name a definite 
sum which it believed it would be able 
to pay off through the aid of a system 
of domestic and foreign loans. He ex- 
pressed strong approval of the senti- 
ments voieed by the American secre- 
tary of state at New Haven and be- 
lieved Mr. Hughes’ views closely tal- 
lied with those entertained by the 
Germans.

English Colony in Turk 
Capital Again Warned 
to Be Ready to Evacuate 
City.

London, December 31.—The situa- 
tion in the Near East took an omi- 
nous turn Sunday as the conference 
at Lausanne remained deadlocked. 


Reports from Athens said Turkish 
nationalist troops of Mustapha Kemal 
were concentrating to attack Constan- 
tinople -and the Mosul oil regions, 
following refusal of the allies to 
adopt the Turkish position on oil con- 
cessions and judicial capitulations. 

One Kemalist force arrived at Dijia- 
mart, another was advancing toward 
the Tigris and a third. was prepar- 
ing to concentrate at Adabazar for 
the purpose of converging toward the 
Bosphorous. 

The British government took cog- 
nizance of the threatening develop- 
ments by ordering the battleship Em- 
peror of India to steam at full speed 
from Plymouth to Constantinople. 
This augments the fleet ordered from 
Malta to the Byzantine capital Fri- 
day to “induce” the Turks to_accept 
the allied viewpoint on capitulations. 

Reports from Constantinople were 
equally discouraging. Kemal summon- 


‘ed an extraordinary session of the 


Angora assembly to meet Monday and 
hear Hassan Bey’s report on the Lau- 
sanne conference. It is understood the 
moderate Turkish leaders anticipate 
difficulty in preventing the assembly 
from declaring dissatisfaction with 
the progress made at the Near Bast- 
ern parley, and a vote to break off 
negotiations with the allies is looked 
for.

One was a 
gathering of women from 22 coun- 
tries in a pan-imericun conference 
of women and the other was the pas- 
sage of the Cable act, which removed 
the greatest single federal disability 
remaining after the granting of the 
franchise and made the citizenship of 
married women independent of mar- 
riage. : 

“Over both these things we can let 
our hope for the future play. We 
believe that the conference was some 
thing more than a mere coming to- 
gether of women from many nations. 
It was the beginning of better inter- 
national co-operation, a spreading of 
neighborliness over half a world. We 
can not in our time know how big 
a thing it was. Neither can we know 
how much independent citizenship of 
women will come to mean.: We see in 
it the beginning of a i-orld move- 
ment to put the citizenship obliga- 
tions of men and women on the same 
plane. That seems to us a very big 
thing indeed and 1922 has been a big 
year.

Is another supplemetary proof need- 
ed in addition to those marshaled by 
history as a crushing indictment of 
the official Germany of 19147 There 
is one. such in the Bavarian docu- 
ments just cited—which are stained 
with blood, since Kurt Eisner, pres'- 
dent 6f the Bavarian council in 1918, 
the man who wished to tell the truth 
—paid with his life for his brave de 
votion to duty. The proof in question 
is a letter from Herr von Schoen, a 
relative of the former German ambas- 
sador at Paris. Herr von Schoen was 
ut Berlin as charge d'affaires for the 
Bavarian cabinet, and, on July 1S, 
1914, he wrote to Count Hertling, the 
Bavarian premier, the following letter. 
which we quote only in part since it 
is very long:

Trade Undertone Cheerful 
In Anticipating New Year 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, December: 31.—As the 
year closes and the country’s leading 
economicts, bankers and business men 
review the past twelve months, and 
attempt to. forecast t*e future, a dis-” 
tinctly cheerful undertone is in evi- 
dence. 

It is generally recognized ‘that the 
past year has been materially better 
than expected—that the business re- 
vival has developed an unforeseen 
vigor. Thus it ‘s pointed out that the 
country has enjoyed an unprecedent- 
ed building boom, that the steel in- 
dustry has outstripped all pre-war 
years in the ,ate of. production and 
that buying of automobiles has set 
a new record. Deflation of prices has 
ceased and has been succeeded by a 
distinct firming up, employment is 
full and purchasing power in the ur- 
ban and industrial districts is bigh. 

In expressing a belief that the 


‘present revival will continue with a 


moderate increase the next several 
months, business leaders Gv not hesi- 
tate to point out that the skies are 
not cloudless. It is realized, for ex- 
‘ample, that the farmers’ position is 
not yet wholly satisfactory. In many 
districts, and the northwest in par- 
ticular, farmers still are heavily in 
debt and are securing but modest 
returns for crops. Some observers

His 
longest battle was 109 rounds with 
Harry Poulson, and he lost only one 
fight, early in his career, when Nat 
Langham beat him in 61 rounds. The 
English idolized Sayers and thought 
him invincible.

HEENAN-SAYERS FIRST 
INTERNATIONAL BOUT. - 

John C. Heenan was born in Troy 
in 1835. His height was 6 feet 2 
and his weight 190 pounds. He was 
u great boxer. 

In 1860 he challenged Sayers and 
went to England to: fight. This was 
the first international ring battle to 
attract wide attention. 

Many American sportsmen went to 
England for the bout. 

Harper's Weekly sent Tom Nast, 
the. first great American cartoonist, 


| aucross to picture the fight, and Nast 


drew his pictures and made his chalk 
plates on the way back, this being 
the first time in history that a cham- 
pionship battle was so jllustrated. 
The sam> steamer tMat brought 
and the writers brought the 
first news of the fight, and New York 
was Wildly excited on receiving it. 
In those days ring battles, under 
London prize ’ring rules, were not 
staged in huge arenas such as Tex 
Rickard builds. In fact it was im- 
possible to ‘name the place where 
they would be held, owing to the ac- 
tivities of the police. >

John D. Brush, in 1892, paid Com- 
iskey considerably more than that 
when he signed the great leader to 
pilot his Cincinnati team. Commy 
was about the highest salaried player 
of those times. However, his salary 
for a month wouldn't pay either Cobb, 
Speaker, Hornsby or Ruth’s salary 
for one week. 

These days when a major league 
hurler threatens to touch, the 30 mark 
in victories everyone interested in 
baseball begins to pull for that hurl- 
er for it is a rarity these times. In 
the olden days it was common-stuft 
for hurlers to win 30 or more games, 
This was because hunlers of these 
times pitched mo.e games per sea- 
son. Consequently, if they were on a 
good team, to win 30 games wasn’t 
considered much of a feat. 

Kilroy’s Record. 

Here is a case where, in any pe- 
riod, it would be considered a re- 
markable feat. In 1587, under the 
four strike rule and other restric- 
tions placed on the hurler, Natty 
Kilroy, pitching for the Baltimore 
club of the American association, 
then a major league, hurled 69 com- 
winning 47, losing 2U, 
two being a: tie. :

bake in a quick oven. 

Spiced Cookies. 

One cup flour, one-quarter cup 
cornstarch, two tablespoons cooking 
oil, two tablespoons sugar, one- 
quarter teaspoon baking powder, one 
egg, half teaspoon ground cinnamon, 
one-quarter teaspoon ground cloves, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
cup cold coffee. 

Sift flour, cornstarch, salt and 
baking powder in a bowl, add sugar 
and fat, spices,egg and coffee, mix 
lightly, then knead on board a few 
minutes, rollout thin, cut in rounds, 
brush over each with egg, and 
sprinkle over top with granulated 
sugar; bake in medium hot oven till 
done.

A nice white and nickelled weighing machine ought to be part of 
the equipment of every schoolroom in the land. I'll tell you why. 
Fathers and mothers and doctors and teachers and other intelligent 
people know that it is perfectly useless to try to educate a sick child. 
Yet we know that treasured dollars are wasted daify in the attempt 
{to do it. mn , 
We know, too, that given a healthy body, all children tend .to ex- 


—= +pand in intelligence and goodness; that a healthy citizen is a self-sup- 


porting citizen and a crusader for right livang; that health is the basic 
fact of goodness. And that’s why I want the ‘scales. 

We teach a child that he ought to drink milk and eat eggs and lots 
of green vegetables. We teach him that his digestive System must be 
kept clean and in first-class working order. We teach him that he must 


fight for fresh air-as he would for the breath of life, and that his teeth 
are more precious to his well-being than pearls of the Orient. 

But children are silly little things and cherish: not the words of 
|wisdom. They hark back to their play when we cease to preach and

You play it like this: 


The game’s the thing in childhood. 

And that’s why I want the scales. 
You hang up a big chart; with the names

And you canhot, you cannot educate a sickly child. And he has 
to cure himself. Above all, remember that. He has to cure himself. 
He must be willing to eat and drink and bathe and sleep and play 
himself to health. 

That’s why I want those scales in every schoolroom in the land.

Judge Seabrook has ac- 
cepted. ‘The general election will be 
held on January 9.
